APPROVAL FOR 
MUNICIPAL 
AERODROMES 


HAT it was desirable to have a 

municipal aerodrome provided 
in Limerick: to facilitate private 
flying was stated in a letter from 
the Department of Industry and 
Commerce, read at a meeting of 
the City Council, the Mayor, Alder- 
man M. Hartney, presiding. 

In the course of the letter, it was 
stated that the Minister is favour- 
ably disposed towards the establish- 
ment of aerodromes by local 
authorities in suitable centres, as ne 
considers that without such pro- 
vision the internal development of 
civil aviation will be restricted. It 
is particularly desirable that aero- 
dromes should be available at the 
principal tourist centres. The 
Shannon airport is designed pri- 
marily to cater for commercial air 
transport, and there are objections 
to the use of this airport for private 
and club flying. 

The provision of a municipal 
airport at Limerick would accord- 
ingly be desirable to. meet the 
demand for this type of flying. 

The Mayor said that, in connec- 
tion with this important. matter, the 
law agent had prepared a report 
dealing with the Council’s powers 
under the Air Navigation - and 
Transport Act. As this wasa rather 
lengthy report, he thought it would 
be advisable to have it printed and 


next meeting. '

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Captured Japanese , hot 
inaptly chirstened the “Gremlin 
Task Force” by the R.A.F., has 


born an effort that ranges 
for hundreds of miles across French 


a Wing-Com-

Many. of the pilots in 
it ‘are Japanese who were once 
warned that they would be valled 


on for “suicide squadrons " again 
invading troops. ‘Some. of them still 
have the treasured Kamikaze scarf, 
seven times to be re-born.’ 

Now that the war is over they 
have accepted the orders of the 
Allies. Already, in the first five 
weeks of their:new work they have 
flown 100,000 miles, carryin 
thousand. passengers and 45, 
of supplies; and this withoyt a 


mishap. | 

Roads round Saigon and other 
principal towns in the southern 
eg of the country became blocked 

y Annamite elements immediately 
the disturbances started, cutting off 
all contact except by air. The need 
for additional air effort became 
urgent. So the “Gremlin Task 
Force” came into being. That is 
the title, bestowed on it by some 
R.A.F, pilot, by which it is now 
known in Official files. It. consists 
of twenty surrendered Japanese air- 
craft, mainly transports, but with a 
sprinkling of light bombers, photo- 
reconnaissance aircraft, and singled- 
engined trainers which have 
converted for communication work. 
All were captured on Saigon airfield 
or flown-in from other airfields in 
southern French Indo-China which 
the Allies took over, and all had 
ceased to play any part in offensive 
Operations some time before the 
surrender, 

To this odd assortment of aircraft 
the R.A.F. have given the names of 
their most traditional “ characters ” 
of the war, P/O. Prune and his 
“á om W.A.A.F. Winsum and 
Fit. Lt. Lyne-Shute—names that 
have becom: by-words in hundreds 
of aircrew messes, 

One of the earlier tasks of the 
Gremlin Task Force was to - fly 
reconnaissance sorties over the flat 
countryside round Saigon in search 
of unduly Targe Annamite gather- 
ings or road blocks that might have 
been set up to obstruct Allied 
movements. Both -R.A.F. and 
Army officer observers have gone 
on these flights, with Japanese pilots 
at the controls, and two a day are 
now being regularly flown. It flew 
350 French troops and 65 men of 
the Indian Army to Phnom Penh, 
now a province of French Indo- 
China, when conditions in that dis- 
trict became unsettled. The “fly-in” 
was completed successfully in three 
days, and avoided the diversion of 
R.A‘F. transport aircraft for that 
purpose. Since then a thrice-weekly 


| air service, wholly run by Japanese 


pilots, navigators and wireless 
operators in their own aircraft, has 
been maintained on the 100-mile-: 
route to Phnom Penh. ' 


“ ELECTRIC ORGAN ” 


Fetching 22,000,000 piastres from 
an outlying provincial town to 
French safe-keeping in Saigon. was 
another task for the Japanese, 
writes Wing-Commander raser. 
There were two tons of. banknotes 
in all. Four Japanese light aircraft, 
brought in specially from other 
satellite airfields, each made “five 
sorties in one day to finish the job. 
Vaccine, quinine tablets from 
former Japanese stocks, fruit, cook- 
ing oil, fish and eggs are among 
stores flown. French civilians who 
have been entirely cut off from 
food supplies, have: been saved by 
this service. , 

Japanese ground crews help in 
the servicing, and it was one of 
their reports on an unserviceable 


aircraft that momentarily bewil- 


dered an inspecting R.A.F. officer 
when he read that the cause of the 
complaint was “Electric organ 
not working.” It took a little quick 
thinking to realise that they meant 
the generator. 
As you step into one of these 
former Japanese aircraft on Saigon 
airfield, says the Wing-Commander, 
you find yourself in a rather odd 
atmosphere. Japanese airmen are 
finishing the running-up of the 
engines, while the Japanese air- 
crews oy out their old pre-flight 
routine. The captain lines up his 
crew smartly before the white- 
painted aircraft, now. n— a 
R.A.F. roundel on each wing. The 
salute. He gives them a final brief- 
ing. They dismiss with another salute 
and then solemnly file into the air- 
craft. Most of them have been flying 
on transport units in this area for 
many months, The pilots are com- 
petent and know the route 
thoroughly, and the only problem is 
when a Japanese wireless operator 
tries to contact a British flying con- 
trol ground station in his own lan- 
guage.

TWO SOLUTIONS 

There are only two ways out of 
this dilemma. [Either America 
must, over a period of years, so 
regulate her trade that there is a 
rough balance between exports and 
imports, or she must make foreign 
loans which cannot, in the long 
run, be repaid. 

If we look at British economy 
over the last 100 years we see that 
Britain, no doubt largely uncon- 
sciously, pursued the latter policy. 
For many generations we had a 
permanently favourable balance of 
trade, and we. consistently lent 
money . abroad, which enabled 
foreign countries to continue to buy 
our goods. Thereby we built up 
enormous foreign investments, but 
it was only the unhappy chance of 
two world wars which enabled 
these loans to be repaid. Between 
1914 and 1918 and again between 
1939 and 1945 we melted down the 
huge capital assets we owned over- 
seas- to buy shot and shell for 
survival. If it had not been for 
these two wars it is quite certain 
that we could neither have been

must be achieved between American 
imports and exports, not necessarily 
in a period of two or three years.

years. This can only be done if 
the American Congress can rise 
above the machinations of the “ log- 
rollers” and pressure groups of 
particular industries and bring 
about a realy marked reduction in 
her tariff walls. 

Under the new agreement 
Britain is pledged to-bring Empire 
preference to an end. propor- 
tionately as the United States de- 
creases her tariffs. If this process 
could be scientifically brought 
about, it might be possible to create 
the greatest free trade area ever 
known to man; existing in the first 
place in the British Empire and the 
United States, but which might pro- 
gressively be joined by other 
countries. But plainly this could 
not be done oy a stroke of the 
pen. For, if all tariffs were swept 
away to-morrow, the United States 
would swamp all the markets of the 
world and cause widespread dis- 
location and - unemployment in 
every country. Therefore, though 
this seems to be the goal towards 
which we should work,“ we must 
not hope to reach it to-morrow, or 
even the day after to-morrow. What’ 
is needed is a carefully worked out 
plan by which this ideal can be 
achieved step by step.

The contrivance, 
therefore, for the production of a 
steady flow of heat energy is a 
“pile,” which in elemental language 
consists of a lump of pure graphite, 
with. small pieces--.of -uranium 
spaced here and there at certain 
distances. 

In actual practice the uranium is 
contained in aluminium cylinders 
which are pushed into slots in the 
graphite pile, and the pile is split 
up into sections by steel strips which 
prevent the chain reaction from 
spreading from one section of the. 
pile to another. When one section is 
exhausted a steel strip is pulled out, 
thus allowing the reaction to pass 
into another section, and maintain- 
ing the release of ener Energy 
is collected from the pile by heat- 
ing air or water which . passes 
through pipes embedded in the 
‘graphite. It will be seen, therefore, 
that the atomic pile may be 
likened to a water tube boiler, the 
heat being supplied from the chain 
fission of uranium atoms instead of 
from the burning of coal. Para- 
doxically, the first atomic engines 
may be nothing more than the oft- 
despised steam engine of the first 
industrial revolution. 

The first successful chain-fission 
pile was installed on the floor of a 
squash court under the west stands 
of Stagg Field, Chicago, on Decem- 
ber 2nd, 1942. At first it was 
operated at a power of half a watt, 
but this was soon raised to 200 
watts.

Atomic Powered Locomotive — 
Imminent 


The 
power from atomic energy is 
already in existence; and its appli- 
cation to locomotion is MhaiibmE, 
in so far as Professor Oppen Sena 
{has said that the Ainbricans ‘wil 
have a railway locomotive .running 

on atomic power within two years. 
There is no technical reason why 
a car. could' not be running in a 
like manner within the same time. 

The practical difficulties, how- 
ever, are numerous, and are mainly 
concerned: with . the ‘dangerous 
nature of the radio active materials 
employed. The danger of an un- 
expected explosion. can be very well 
guarded, sae but “the: efficient’ 
shielding radiation, . which 
destroys life. in a manner far more 
ghastly than a _ mere explosion, 
would be an absolute necessity. The 
fission of U.235 produces two un- 
stable ‘radio-active parts which 
decay rapidly into the elements 
Krypton and barium. The minutest 
particle of either of these would 
be capable of inflicting upon the 
population of a large area a ene 
which, at the moment, can sis 
described as galloping cancer. Such 

jsease struck down the Japanese 
of iroshima and Nagasaki who 
escaped the blast of the explosion. 

Whether it will be found possible 
to risk such lethal constituents: in 
a vehicle: so vulnerable as a car is 
a question. which cannot yet be 
answered with certainty. There is, 
however, no reason to believe ‘that 
the genius of man; which has ‘un- 
locked the secrets of atomic physics 
and put its untold energy to work, 
will not-be able to devise-the pro: 
tective measures required, difficult 
though it may appear at present. 


The Power-producing Piles 

And so we shall pass into the 

Atomic Age when the power re- 
quirements of the whole world 
would be supplied from two or 
three plants in which the element 
U.235 and plutonium were manu- 
factured. rom these plants alu- 
minium cylinders “of fissionable 
material would be — by air 
to subsidiary plants where power- 
producing piles of different com- 
positions would be made, These 
may vary from. the size. of St. 
Paul’ s Cathedral for the generation 
of electricity to the size of a loaf 
of bread for the propulsion of a 
car. The flow of salí 
piles would be controiled by steel 
strips, but it is very difficult to see 
how the power could be shut on 
and off intermittently. It is probable 
that all the energy in one section 
of the pile will have to be used 
continuously, and if this power is 
not required it will. have to be 
dissipated by blowing off steam. 
But energy will be present in such 
énormous quantities that this will 
be of no significance, provided that 
a supply of water can be main- 
tainéd. 

. Motorists would have to acquire 
a new technique of assessing the 
number of gallons of water per pile- 
section rather than the number of 
miles per gallon of. petrol, The 
engine beneath the bonnet would 
be the oft-lamented steam engine ; 
clutches and gear boxes would no 
} longer be required. 

Such is my prediction for the 
atomic car and in such form, very 
| probably, it will be used in numbers 
similar -to-.those obtaining . for 
normal cars in the U.S.A. to-day, 
provided that it is found possible 
at all times to screen the destructive 
radiation from the power-producin 
medium—the fissionable' atoms o 
U.235 or plutonium. 

Use of atomic power for cars is, 
of course, a minor project viewed 
against the limitless panorama of 
an atomic-powered world. Before 
the efficient and economical car of 
the present is superseded there are 
a hundred and one enterprises 
which merit conversion in order 
that they may make use of atomic 
energy.

N the Government pad- 
locked the news censorship 
Office . last May, all the ‘* Stoppe 
by Censor” rubber stamps should 
have been gathered in-and put out 
of harm’s way. One of them, how- 
ever, seems to have been left lying 
‘around the Radio Eireann news 
room, or whatever office the Radio 
Eireann news goes through. Here, 
during the past month, it has been 
given regular nightly exercise on 
the reports of the Nuremberg trial. 
At least, I cannot imagine any other 
reason why this trial, which on 
most days makes front-page news 
in all our newspapers, is ignored 
night after night in our radio news 
bulletins. i _ 
It is a piece of censorship which 
baffles me—even when I try to see 
it, not from the point of view of 
the ordinary man, but from th 
special point of view of ou 
Government. It is true that the 
trial in some ways is an unsatis- 
factory affair. -Its basis in national 
or international law seems shaky. 
It. also seems peculiar that a State 
which began war as an 
accomplice of the accused régime 
should now be one of the judges. 
But, in spite of all that, it is hard 
to believe that there-is anyone who 
does not see that, though the justice 
being dispensed at Nuremburg may 
be rough, it is, nevertheless, justice. 
Even some of the accused. men 
would probably admit that. 


HISTORIC IMPORTANCE | 


Moreover, scarcely a day passes 
‘but there is put in evidence some 
document or report of a speech or 
conversation of great historic im- 
portance. If these documents were 
related to something as remote as 
the Trojan war. their discove 
would still be. news. How muc 
more are they news when_ they 
rélate to the war just ended, the 
most terrible war. in history, a war 
in which all of us, no matter how 
neutral we were, suffered some 
personal loss? 

Perhaps our censor believes that 
some of these documents and records: 
are spurious, or, at. at they 
may be misleading in that they are 
incomplete and do not tell the 
-whole truth. . Radio Eireann, how- 
ever, by reporting the sien s 
‘case would not y be 
teeing af accuracy.

But 
Radio Eireann never acknowledges 
from what source it obtains its 
foreign news, We know from the 
‘Government estimates for that de- 
partment that it does not maintain 
a staff of foreign correspondents, 
and we know also from the esti- 
mates that it aoe not subscribe to 
any foreign news service. As to how 
it obtains its foreign news we can 
only guess, and if our guess it right. 
we don’t wonder that Radio Eireann 
never saysemuch about it. 

The cheapest way out of this 
embarrassment would be for Radio 
Eireann to subscribe to a news 
service. I don’t know what: these 
services cost now, but before the 
war ome agency offered several 

rades of service ‘at prices. ranging 
rom' £400 to £2,000 a year. This 
should not be beyond Radio 
Eireann’s means. Of course, some. 
stupid official in the Department of 
Finance would probably protest and | 
object, and might even suggest 
means of obtaining news which 
‘bordeg on the dishonourable. But 
this is an issue on which our radio 
Officials should fight hard. Other- 
wise ‘they frequently will be in the 
same predicament as they are with 
the Nuremberg trials, and, if they 
continue to ignore’ such events, they. 
will discredit their whole ne 
service, foreign and domestic.

'l enough. to. furnish accommoda- 


tion to every visitor who could 
wish to take his pleasure on the 
‘water. For well over a hundred 
tiles: it can be navigated in 
comfort and “safety by all 
except the ‘largest. pleastire-craft; 
its lovely lakes—though not, 
‘perhaps, “without. their - hidden 
perils—are suitable for sailing- 
yachts, and there are endless 
opportunities for the canóeist. 
For many ‘a ‘long year past, 
unhappily, the river has been. all 
but untenanted. A few house- 
boats linger in the vicinity of its 
few towns; Lough Derg receives 
an annual, but brief, visitation of 
“dappers ”; for the rest, only an 
occasional conitmercial craft dis- 
turbs the ‘placid flow. | 

The reason is not that the. 
‘Shannoa” is uUnapproachable. 
There are main railway lines to 
Limerick and to, Athlone from 
Dublin; there are—or were, and 
will be again—bus services to 
other towns: along the east bank. 
Even without the new significance 
which the Shannon has received 
from the establishment of an 
international air junction upon 
its estuary, there would be a 
strong case, from the financial 
and many other points of view, 
for the development of the 
region as a holiday centre. With 
the establishment of the airport 
and ,the new importance that it 
lends to the city of Limerick, the 
case becomes impressive, indeed. 
Exactly how the river’s develop- 
ment for pleasure purposes may 
be engineered, we cannot pretend 
to know. Manifestly the task 
will demand the combined 
energies of. the private people 
who hope to profit by it, of the 
different local authorities: and of 
the Tourist Board.” Jettlts and 
landing-stages will be needed 
where they do not exist already; 
depths must be increased here 
rand there; above all, the nucleus 
‘of a fleet. of pleasure-craft for 
hire or. charter. must .be- estab- 


ever, together with the dozens of 
minor improvements that will be 
entailed, ought. to be trivial in 
comparison with the benefit that 
the people of the region. will 
derive from .the.:“ opening-up ” 
of their river. “The North Dublin 
marine lake will provide the 
‘capital with a playground for its 
Saturday afternoons and Sun- 
days. The development of the 
Shannon ought to furnish it with 
a new centre. for its annual week 
or fortnight. 

Readers will have noticed that, 
in all our comments upon the 
prospect of an Irish holiday 
traffic, we have - preferred to 
dwell upon the need to cater for 
the people of our own country, 
rather than to -entice visitors 
from abroad. The visitor, indeed, 
brings money—particularly wel- 
come, in the present state, of 
affairs, if it consists of dollars— 
but the prime need, as we see it, 
is to’ensure that the average 
citizen of Dublin shall be able to 
enjoy an annual, vacation away 
from the city, within the limits of 
his purse, Let there be provision, 
by all means, for the wealthy 
visitor from, abroad, but.let-it-not 
be at the expense of the “small ” 
citizen. Very féw Dubliners can 
afford a holiday nowadays, and, 
so far, the Tourist Board~ has 
shown little sign of bringing: it 
within their reach. - Is there any 
reason why, simultaneously with 
its plans for the establishment of 
“luxury” hotels, it should not 
evolve a system of hostels that 


“| would cater essentially for the 


poor man? On the Continent, 
before the war, there was accom- 
modation for: ‘everybody,. from” 
the richest to—or almost to—the 
poorest. We su that this 
extension of the ’s activities 
should be considered with the 
utmost earnestness; Otherwise, 
there will be little use im _legisla- 
tion to" p -every employee’ 
with an annual vacation.

Sirn,—From Mr. W. Alex: 
andér's letter in your Cá of Satur- 
day last, it can only be inferred 
that he places himself in “ that small 
minority of Irish Catholics who 
invite nation by thinking intel- 
ligently about their religion,” to 
quote his own words. _If this is so, 
I-imagine that the great majority 
of Catholics who think intelligently 
about religion without inviting 
damnation will ignore his rather 
confused letter. Nevertheless, the 
fact that one who claims to be, an 
Irish Catholic (however much his 
views on the results of his mental 
activity may seem out of the 
ordinary) sees fit to -write so 
childishly, so' petulantly and so 
extravagantly about the Church in 
Ireland may cause intelligent non- 
catholics to think that there are 
many other Catholics of his persua- 
sion, and, accordingly, to have a 
"lower regard for that Church, 
Therefore, 1 will be much _ obliged 
if you will permit me to comment 
on Mr. Alexander's letter. 

Mr. Alexander accuses the Catholic 
Church ‘in Ireland of wielding 
powers which do not belong to it, 
abusin rivileges legitimately 

nt availing itself of ‘privi- 
eges to which it is not entitled. He 
accuses the clergy as a whole of 
having lost the simple faith of their 
forerunners and replaced this by 

“ politics and intrigue, the desire for 
power and a share in the wealth of 
the country.” Mr. Alexander does 
not, however, offer any evidence 
whatsoever in support of these con- 
tentions. To me it = spend that = 

which Mr. 
Alexander charges the clergy are 
necessarily to be deplored. For 
instance, he charges them with a 
desire for a share in the wealth of 
the country, not, mark. you, an 
‘excessive share. Just a share. Will 
any fair-minded person suggest that 
any man, lay or clerical, who has 
not forfeited his rights, and who 
renders service to the community, is 
not entitled to a share, his share, in 
the country’s wealth? I can only 
suggest that Mr. Alexander, extra- 
ordinary Catholic that he is, thinks 
that the Irish secular clergy have 
taken a vow of poverty and are 
breaking it! 

Some of Mr. Alexander’s charges 
—abuse of power and privilege, 
intrigue, etc.—have a nasty smell 


of charges which should be levelled 
without,, proof.  ] think . Mr. 
Alexander should withdraw his 
.tharges..and.apologise or else he 
should now prove them. 

In his last fe Ghurch Mr. Alexander 
Speaks of t hurch’s defiance of 
the law under the guise of privilege. 
Presumably this is a reference to 
the case referred to in your leading 
article, “Church and State.

Tobacco Revenues 

Tobacco is now the most prolific 
source of revenue among British 
Customs and Excise duties. It 
accounted for £382,000,000 of the 
total of £1,038,000,000 collected in 
the year ended March 3ist last, and 
its yield exceeded that of its nearest 
competitor, beer, by £95,000,000. 

The fact that, in spite of the 
successive increases in duty ‘durin 
the war, amounting in all to 1s. 
an os, consumption increased 
substantially is one of the outstand- 
ing features of war-time financial 
‘developments in Britain. 

The normal price of medium- 
sized cigarettes here at the outbreak 
of the war was Is. 14d. for twenty. 
The price was increased to Is. 44d, 
in April, 1940; to 1s. 54d. in July, 
1940; to 2s. in April, 1942; sm 
finally to 2s. 4d. in April, 1943. 

The total. guantity of tobacco 
used in 1938-9 was 192,000,000 1b.,

Sued for Damages 


enable an amendment to be 

made in the claim, Mr. Justice 
Davitt, in the High Court, Dublin, 
yesterday,-adjourned until next term 
the hearing of the action of Messrs. 
J. P. Newsom and Co., Ltd., hard- 
ware merchants, William street, 
Limerick, claiming £4,000 damages 
for alleged breach of contract in 
the processing of wire into nails, 
against Irish Wire Products, Ltd., 
Dock road, Limerick, who denied 
the allegations. 

Mr. Joseph C. Daly, secretary, 
and a director of Messrs. Newsom, 
said that, with Mr. Galbraith, the 
manager of the firm, he had an 
interview with Mr. Hall, works 
manager of Irish Wire Products, 
Ltd., early in February, 1943, at 
which they submitted to him a 
sample of: the wire that had been 
offered to them by Mr. Meeneghan. 
Mr. Hall examined the sample, and 
said that it was suitable for con- 
version into nails, and advised them 
to purchase it. They discussed the 
cost of manufacturing the wire into 
nails, and Mr. Hall mentioned a 
figure of £25 to £30 a ton. They 
told Mr. Hall that about 30 tons 
of wire had been offered to them. 
They purchased 30 tons, and a 
week or ten days after the wire had 
been delivered to their premises Mr. 
Hall called. i 

He saw the condition the wire 
was in, and then came back on the 
price, saying that he would have 
to increase the provisional price he 
had mentioned to £60 a ton for 
manufacturing it into nails. They 
thought that rather high at the time, 
but having then purchased the wire 
they agreed to £60 a ton. In July, 
1943, when Mr. Galbraith was on 
holidays, more wire was cffered to 
his firm—he thought vi the 
Hammond Lane people. e got 
in touch with Mr, Hall, and told 
him of the offer of an additional 12 
tons of wire. Mr. Hall advised him 
not to buy it, stating that they were 
about to get in new rods to manu- 


facture into nails, and that he would | 


not be able to take on any additional 
work. 

The case for Messrs. Newsom 
having closed, Mr. W. O'B. Fitz- 
gerald asked liberty to amend the 
statement of claim by the insertion 
of an alternative plea to indicate 
that there were three separate 
contracts. 


COUNSEL OBJECTS 

Mr. Cecil Lavery, S.C., for Irish 
Wire Products, Ltd., said that the 
agreement was to process 13 tons, 
and that as regards any other wire 
there was no express or implied 
contract to do anything except what 
Irish Wire Products, Ltd., saw fit 
to do. He said that Messrs. 
Newsom, after the evidence had 
been given, sought to rely on four 
specific contracts which. Írish Wire 
Products, Ltd., had not investigated 
in the way one should in 
investigating a case and preparing it 
for court. It would be necessary 
for them to examine their records 
and all relevant documents, and the 
amendment of the claim would 
require careful consideration. He 
asked the court to refuse the applica- 
tion and let Messrs. Newsom go on 
if they wished to do so. He thought 
he was entitled to ask for a dismiss 
on the basis that the contract 
pleaded was not proved. 

If there was any question of 
amendment it should be on the 
terms that the costs to date should 
be paid, and that Irish Wire Pro- 
ducts, Ltd., have liberty to put in 
whatever defence they considered 
necessary to the amended pleadings. 

Mr. O’B. Fitzgerald, S.C., said 
that they had pleaded in one par- 
ticular way that by reason of one 
single contract that some 53 tons of 
wire were delivered to Irish Wire 
Products, Ltd. to process. He 
wanted, to, alternatively, plead 
Specific contracts in relation to the 
circumstances. The issues were cer- 
tainly knit by the correspondence, 
and the facts known must have 
been fully investigated by Irish 
Wire Products, Ltd. It would be 
no injustice, he contended, to allow 
the amendment and proceed with 
the action. 

Mr. Justice Davitt said that the 
facts on which the application was 
based were contained in the 
evidence of the two chief officers of 
, Messrs. Newsom. He was prepared, 
in an endeavour to save waste of 
time and money, as far as possible, 
to allow the amendment. He, 
accordingly, must allow Messrs. 
Newsom an opportunity of plead- 
ing to the amended. claim. 

Mr. Lavery said that he had to 
consider the position in regard to 
the separate contracts. He wanted 
to consider the whole matter—to 
consider even making a lodgment of 
some small sum, though he did not 
say he would do that. 

' Mr. Justice Davitt said that he 
would adjourn the case to next 
term. Mr. Lavery would get his 
costs, but, as regards the actual 
form of the order, he thought it 
should depend on what happened at 
the trial on the amended Pleadings.

Captain Crookshank (C., Gains- 
borough) said that the Bank of 
England could force other banks to 
subscribe to shares which they, did 
not want, or to purchase assets 
they did not require and sell assets 
that they wanted to keep. The Chan- 
cellor was master of the situation. 
“We think it is a bad bill,” he 


said, “and we shall vote against 
it b 


Mr. Norman Smith (Lab.,

By further legislation the millers 
were obliged to keep their mills in 
regular operation, but they were pro- 
tected ‘from the evils of undue com- 
petition.

Homma was in command at 
Tientsin in 1939, when the British 
concession there was blockaded, 
and British citizens, men and 
women, were stripped and searched 
on entering and leaving the con- 
csssion, - 

Homma, who spent years. in 
England, addressed the Court in 
perfect English, and it was agreed 
that the trial, which opens on 
January 3rd, should. be. conducted 
in English.

Better Pay for 
British Forces 


Better pay for men below com- 
missioned rank in the British Navy, 
Army and Air Force under a new 
code that will bring them into line 
financially with workers in civil life 
, Was announced yesterday in a White 

Paper. 

The new rates will come into 
force on July Ist next year. They 
are designed to produce a broad 
equality of ‘treatment between the 
three services, while marriage 
allowance rates and conditions will 
be identical. A separate scheme 
for officers is to be announced 
shoMly, to come into operation at 
the same date. . 

A scheme is included by which 
soldiers will: be able to qualify for 
increases in pay by reason of mili- 
tary merit or trade proficiency. 

Pay for the “average members 
of the Forces in the basic ranks” 
will be 42s., exclusive. of provision 
in kind or allowances in lieu, and 
of marriage allowance. 

The present system of marriage 
or family allowance will be replaced 
by one under which there will be 
a flat rate of marriage allowance for 
all’ married men, irrespective of the 
number of children—if any—in the 
family. This marfiage allowance 
in the lower ranks will be 35s, a 
week, exclusive of qualifying allot- 
ment, but with higher rates of 
allowance for sergeants and above 
and their equivalents. 

The minimum rate of qualifying 
allotment will be 10s. 6d. a week, 
But it will be higher for sefgeants 
and those above that rank.

Receipts Rise 
In Britain 


Published yesterday for the first 
time since the war, the annual 
report of the British Commissioners 
of Customs and Excise tells a seven 
years’ story of rising receipts from 
duties. The report, which deals with 
the year ended March 3lst, 1945, 
shows that the net receipts 
from all sources of Customs and 
Excise during the year totalled 
£1,074,815,407, compared with the 
last ace year figufe of 
£340,552,556. 

It is stated that the large incréases 
were attributable much more to the 
substantial additions made to pre- 
war rates of duty than to increased 
consumption. 

Apart from gin, consumption of 
all spirits declined. Beer consump- 
tion remained about the same. 
Tobacco consumption rose by 
27,000,0001b., and was the most 
prolific source of revenue. Theatres 
and cinemas yielded the largest 
entertainment revenues. Air raids, 
the flying bomb and the closing of 
coastal resorts before the invasion of 
Europe all had adverse effects on 
the entertainment revenue.
